I believe in talking, and encourage 
my friends and family to talk to me if 
they are going through a hard time. 


Yes, and my family have said they want 
to watch it, too. And that is the point: if 
they didn’t want to watch it, they’d be 
falling into the bracket of ignoring the 
issue.

s it really only a year
